Walkerbilt Store Fixtures 

Unit Sections 

All wall case fixtures are made 6 feet long in standard unit sections. 
The bins may be grouped in different sizes for the convenience of the 
customer. The unit sections are made with plain wood ends, so that 
any required number of sections may be placed end to end and be 
joined together so as to give the appearance of one continuous case, 
the joints being covered by neat pilaster or joining strip. 

To make a finish at the extreme ends of case, whatever the length may 
be, oak panels to be attached to the end sections are furnished when 
specified. In figuring length over all of case of any number of sections 
complete with end panels, inches must be added for each panel 
end with extension of top, making 5 inches additional for the two 
panel ends. 

Examples 

Unit Section Three Unit Section 

Length of unit section 6 ft. Length of Three-unit section 1 8 ft. 

Add for two panel ends 5 in. Add for two panel ends 5 in.

How to Order Unit Sections 

All units are fully described and specified under their respective num- 
bers and should be ordered by section numbers. Where several sec- 
tions are to be used together the required arrangement of sections 
should be clearly indicated, and if panel ends are required they should 
be noted. 

Assembling of Unit Sections 

LJnit sections can readily be put together by storekeeper or carpenter as each end 
fits snugly to its neighbor. It is absolutely necessary, however, that each section 
and the case as a whole be absolutely level to insure the free and easy working of 
the bins, which is of first importance. 

Color and Finish of Unit Sections 

Stock Unit Sections are finished in a rich, durable Velvet Finish, in two standard 
shades of Golden Oak. Special finishes furnished to order, at slight additional cost. 

New Style Cornice Construction 


With a view to uniformity and simplicity in construc- 
tion a new style cornice has been designed for use on 
all Walker Shelving. This cornice construction is an 
improvement over former sections 12 and 13 (former 
section 12 discontinued,) see pages 28 and 29 for full 
view of shelving — and will be furnished hereafter when either section 12 
or 13 is specified at no additional cost. 

NOTE: To those old customers who are now using 12 or 13 we will con- 
tinue to furnish either type on special request.
